What is claimed is: 

1. (Currently Amended) A thermoplastic composition oomprioing (a) from 1 to 
99 p e rcent by weight of th e total composition of a thermoplastic polymer selected 
from the group consisting of LLDPE, HDPE, LDPE, EVA copolymer, ethylene 
oarboxylio acid copolymer, ethylene acrylato copolymer, polybutyleno, polybutadiono, 
polypropylene, ethyl e ne - propylene intorpolymcr, ethylene propylene dicno monomer 
rubber, chlorinated polyethylene, EAA, ESI, styrcno block copolymers, or a graft 
modified olefin polymer, and combinations of two or more of these polymers, and (b) 
from 1 to 99 perc e nt by weight of the total composition of at least one low viscosity, 
homogeneously branched ethylene polymer having a density from 0.855 g/oo to 0.899 
g/oo and a Brookfiold viscosity of at least 500 oPs at 350°R A thermoplastic blend 
composition comprising: 

A) from 75 to 99 weight percent (based on the total weight of the 
thermoplastic blend composition) of a thermoplastic polvolefin 
composition comprising: 

(a) from 50 to 100 wt percent of polypropylene or HDPE or a mixture 
thereof: and 

(b) from 0 to 50 wt percent of an ethvlene/oc-olefin interpolvmer having 
a density of less than or equal to 0.9130 g/cm 3 : and 

B) from 1 to 25 weight percent (based on the total weight of the thermoplastic 
blend composition) of an extender comprising an ethvlene/q-olefin 
interpolvmer other than component A) (b) and having: 
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(a) a density of at least 0.855 and equal to or less than 0.899 g/cm 3 : 

and 

(b) a Brookfield Viscosity at 350°F of at least 500 cP: 

and wherein the melt index of said thermoplastic blend composition is increased 
by at least 5% relative to that of said thermoplastic polyolefin composition. 

2. (Currently Amended) The thermoplastic blend composition of Claim 1 
wherein; 

A) said thermoplastic polvolefin composition is present in an amount from 80 
to 98 weight percent (based on the total weight of the thermoplastic blend 
composition): and 

B) said extender is present in an amount of from 2 to 20 weight percent (based 
on the total weight of the thermoplastic blend composition) and comprises an 
ethvlene/q-olefin interpolvmer. other than component A) (b). having: 

(a) a density of less than 0.8900 g/cm 3 ; and 

(b) a Brookfield Viscosity at 350°F of at least 500 cP but less than 
70.000 cP; 

and wherein the melt index of said thermoplastic blend composition is increased 
by at least 10% relative to that of said thermoplastic polvolefin composition. : rhe 
composition of Claim 1 in which the ethylene polymer is a substantially linear 
ethylen e /a olefin copolymer. 

3. (Currently Amended) The thermoplastic blend composition of Claim 1 
wherein: 

A) said thermoplastic polvolefin composition is present in an amount from 85 to 97 
weight percent (based on the total weight of the thermoplastic blend composition): 
and 
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B^ said extender is present in an amount of from 3 to 15 weight percent (based on the 
total weight of the thermoplastic blend composition) and comprises an 

ethvlene/a-olefin interpolvmer. other than component A)(b) having: 

(a) a density of less than 0.8800 g/cm 3 : and 

(b) a Brookfield Viscosity at 350°F of at least 500 cP but less than 
40.000 cP: 

and wherein the melt index of said thermoplastic blend composition is increased 
by at least 15% relative to that of said thermoplastic polyolefin composition.^ be 
composition of Claim 1 in whioh the composition compris e s at l e ast 50 wt% of tho 
thermoplastic polym e r. 

4. (Currently Amended) The composition of Claim 1. 2 or 3 in which the 
interpolvmer of component B) is a substantially linear ethvlene/a-olefin copolymer. 

The — composition of Claim 2 — in which th e substantially linear othylono 
intorpolymor has a density in the rango of 0.860 to 0.880 g/oo. 

5. (Currently Amended) The composition of Claim 4 in which the substantially 
linear ethylene interpolvmer has a density in the range of 0.860 to 0.880 g/cmlft e 
composition of Claim 2 in which component (a), a styrene block copolym e r, is 

selected from the group consisting ef styronc/butadi e ne/ styr e n e , 

styronc/isoprcne/styrcno, styr e n e / e thyl e n e but e n e /styr e n e a&& styrene/ ethyl e n e 

propylene/ styrene. 

6. (Currently Amended) A film, fiber, coating or molded article comprising the 
composition of ClaimJ[l]]4. 

7. (Currently Amended) A thermoplastic composition comprising (a) from 1 to 
99 percent by weight of the total composition of at least one thermoplastic polymer 
selected from the group consisting of LLDPE. HDPE. LDPE. EVA copolymer, 
ethylene-carboxylic acid copolymer, ethylene acrvlate copolymer, polvbutylene. 
polvbutadiene. polypropylene, ethylene-propylene interpolvmer. ethvlene-propvlene- 
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diene monomer rubber, chlorinated polyethylene. EAA. ESI, stvrene block 
copolymers, or a graft-modified olefin polymer, and combinations of two or more of 
these polymers, and (b) from 1 to 99 percent by weight of the total composition of at 
least one low viscosity, homogeneously branched ethylene polymer having a density 
from 0.855 g/cc to 0.899 g/cc and a Brookfield viscosity of at least 500 cPs at 
350°F. A thermoplastic blond composition comprising; 

A) from 75 to 99 weight percent (based on the total weight of the 
thermoplastic — bl e nd — composition) of — a — thermoplastic — polyolofin 
composition comprising; 

(a) from 50 to 100 wt percent of polypropylene or HDPE or a mixture 
thereof; and 

(b) from 0 to 50 wt percent of an e thyl e n e /a ol e fin intorpolymor having 
a density of loss than or equal to 0.9130 g/cm^; and 

B) from 1 to 25 weight percent (based on the total weight of the thermopla stie 
blend — composition) — ef — aft — ext e nder — comprising — aft — e thylen e /a olefin 
int e rpolym e r oth e r than component A) (b) and having; 

(a) a density of loss than 0.8990 g/cm 3 "; and 

(b) a Brookfield Viscosity at 350°F of at least 500 cP's; 

and wherein th e m e lt ind e x of said thermoplastic blend composition is increas e d 
by at least 5% r e lative to that of said thermoplastic polyolefin composition. 

8. (Currently Amended) A highly filled composition comprising the 
thermoplastic composition of Claim 7 where (a) is a stvrene block copolymer: (b) is a 
homogeneously branched, substantially linear ethylene/ 1-octene copolymer: the 
weight ratio of (a):fb) is from 50:50 to 40:60. and further comprising (c) a filler or 
additive; wherein component (c) comprises at least 70 weight percent of said highly 
filled composition. T ho thermoplastic blond composition of Claim 7 wherein: 
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A) said th e rmoplaatio polyolofin composition is pr e s e nt in on amount from 80 
to 98 weight percent (baood on tho total weight of the thermoplastic blend 
composition); and 

B) said extender comprising an ethyleno/a olefin intorpolymor other than 
component A) (b) is present in an amount of from 2 to 20 weight percent 
(based on tho total weight of the thermoplastic blend composition) and has; 

(a) a d e nsity of less than 0.8900 g/om 3 "; and 

(b) a Brookfiold Viscosity at 350°F of at least 500 oP's but less than 
70,000 oP T s; 

and wh e r e in th e m e lt index of said thermoplastic blond composition is increased 
by at least 10% relative to that of said th e rmoplastic polyolofin composition. 

9. (Currently Amended) A film, fiber, coating or molded article comprising the 
composition of Claim 1. 2. 3 or 7. The thermoplastic blend composition of Claim 7 wherein: 

A) said thermoplastic polyolcfin composition is present in on amount from 85 to 97 
weight percent (based on the total weight of the thermoplastic blend composition); 
and 

B) — said — extender — comprising — an — ethyl enc/a olefin — intcrpolymcr — other — than 
component A) (b) is present in an amount of from 3 to 15 weight percent (based on 
the total weight of the thermoplastic blend composition) and has; 

(a) a density of less than 0.8800 g/cm 3 "; and 

(b) a Brookficld Viscosity at 350 * ^ of at least 500 cFs but lc33 than 
4 0,000 cPs; 

and wherein the melt index of said thermoplastic blend composition is increased by at least 
15% relative to that of 3aid thermoplastic polyolcfin composition. 
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
